When mortgages were taxed ‘as per- 
sonal property: the State received 
hardly-anything from them. .THéy*re- 
fused. .to.come -out of their hiding 
places, and nobody knew .where to 
find’ them.

and writer, but of one who<in a very 
notable degree took himself with the 
utmost: seriousness as a responsible part 
of whatever happenings opportunity or 
duty brought to his attention.. Thanks 
to the eminence as a reporter and corre- 
spondent .that was attained by Mr. 
CRreeLMAN eatly in his’ professional ca- 
reer, the proceedings. and personalities 
with which he-dealt were usually in one 
way or another of sufficient importance 
to justify vigor eithér of commendation 
ér condemnation, -and his colleagues 
without exception recognized that his 
habitual’ vehemences. and enthusiasms 
were no more vigorous than they ‘were 
conscientious. Whatever one. might 
think: of the cause which Mr. CarsLMAN 
chanced to be advocating or attacking 
at any given time, there was never ‘any 
question of his sincerity—of his desire 
to be fair and just.

Espeeially is 
this the case in regard to Great Britain, 
Nwhose interests in Latin América are 
regarded as identical with those of the 
United States, as may be judged by 
the following words spoken by Sir 
William (then Mr.) Haggard, British 
Minister at Buenos Aires, at a recep- 
tion given to Mr, Root by the North 
American Society off the River Plate: 

In. Argentina let the men ofthe two 
nations, England and the United States, 
as they were. then doing, join hands in 
all good wishes, and thus while benefit- 
ing themselves and one another draw cred- 
ft and shed lustre on the land of their 
domicile and adoption, a land flowing with 
milk and honoy, ‘a land which had given 
them hospitality, and, in many cases, 
wealth, and to which they in turn had 
given the benefit of their energy, capital, 
and businesslike habits and honorable dea]- 
ing.. Therefore would he couple Argentina 
with Bngland dnd the United States in a 
toast to the health and prdésperity of the 
three nations. 

The value and significance of these 
officially expressed words of encourage- 
ment on the part of Great Britain to 
the: United States in the effort to 
cement the ties of. sisterhood with the 
Latin countries of America, acquire 
additional importance as a_ result* of 
the present condition of world affairs.

Bach of these big 
concerns has a- well-equipped plant with the 
best labor-saving machines known in the 
business, and so the public rightly expected. 
cheaper bread (a bigger loaf.) There are re- 
tail bakers in this city today who have no 
machinery whatever and yet are selling at 
their’ counters a-<one-pound loaf of bread for 
§ cents, and this ts considered a fair price 
where delivery is not. required. 

There are several things that go to make 
the high-cost of bread: The cost of delivery, 
the “grocer’s toll of 1 cent per loaf or more, 
and the’ return of stale bread.
